PRINCIPAL FEATURES. 
THE FEED. 


The sheets are fed on the flat, on a feed table with adjustable gauges and smoothers, and are 
thence taken, printed and delivered printed side up, without the aid of either tapes or flyers, thereby 
obviating the risk of smearing. The sheet is mechanically controlled from leaving the hand to de- 
livery, nothing being left to chance. 


THE MAKE-READY. 


The feed table is detachable and can be lifted off, leaving the platen fully exposed and accessible 
from all sides. The necessity for sticking quads, &c., on the platen is dispensed with, as the metal 
gauges on the feed table can be readily adjusted in a few seconds. A novel arrangement in the type- 
bed enables the operator, by means of a small hand wheel to move the forme up or down to the de- 
sired position, and there lock it. 


THE IMPRESSION (Adjustable). 


Which is regulatable by turning a screw, is very firm and rigid, and will print a full-sized forme 
with ease. The ordinary platen press is driven by a spur wheel and pinion at one side of the machine 
only—the ‘‘ FALCON ”’ has large spur wheel and pinion at both sides, thus having double the driving 
power, giving equality of impression, and longer life. The value of this important feature cannot be 
over-estimated. The platen is operated by a most efficient method, and the construction of same 
entirely obviates the necessity for the type to be in the centre of the bed—the printing can be done 
equally well with the type at edge of platen as in the centre. This construction renders a slur im- 
possible. 


THE INKING. 


The inking arrangements are ample, and easily controlled. Three rollers of large diameter, 
deriving their supply of ink from a circular distribution plate, pass twice completely over a full forme. 
The circular plate is charged from an ink-duct, which can be regulated without stopping the Machine 
to pick any number of teeth from 0 to 6, thus allowing it to be controlled with great nicety. 


THE REGISTER. 


This, one of the most important features of any printing machine, is perfection. The platen 
is brought to rest to receive the impression on a broad seating or shoe, and any variation is impossible. 
The sheet is taken from the feed-plate by the platen itself, no intermediate carrying mechanism being 
employed, and this is the only construction which will secure the perfect and permanent register for 
which the ‘*‘ Falcon ” is noted. 


THE DELIVERY. 


After being printed, a set of grippers, mounted on a swinging gripper shaft, lays hold of the 
sheets, takes them to the delivery board and there deposits them in a pile, printed side up, without 
risk of smearing. It delivers a full-sized sheet or a visiting card equally well, no adjustment being 
ever required. 


AN AUTOMATIC SHEET ADJUSTER. 


On the delivery board, packs the printed sheets as straight as if they had just come from the 
guillotine. 


THE CHECK (Foot as well as Hand). 


Which is situated in a handy position for the feeder, is entirely novel. It acts silently, without 
bump or jar, and cannot be thrown in or out of action at the wrong time. A pedal is also fitted by 
which the operator can check the impression with his foot, leaving both hands perfectly free.

The Morton Lock=-Up 


This device combines side or foot stick with Wickersham Quoins, all in one piece, and is the 
most complete of all form locks for printers.
